State supports airport 
in Montgomery Twp. 


Transportation Commissioner Tom 
Downs has requested the attorney 
general to take appropriate legal action 
against Montgomery Township in 
Somerset County. In dispute is a town- 
ship ordinance adopted May 3 that 
seeks to regulate operations of the 
Princeton Airport which is located in 


“4 the township. 


“While sensitive to local concerns, 
the Department is responsible by law 
for ensuring the safety and viability of 
the state’s public use general aviation 
facilities which are a valuable part of 
the state’s transportation network,” 
Commissioner Downs said. “These 
goals are best achieved through 
implementation of uniform policies.” 

Since attempts at negotiations with 
Montgomery were unsuccessful, the 
attorney general is preparing to request 
a declaratory ruling from the court to 
reaffirm the Department’s ultimate 
authority to supervise aeronautics 
within the township, and to confirm 
that any local ordinances are subject to 
the Department’s oversight power. 
Concurrently, the Department will be 
developing regulations which support 
the preemptive powers of the Commis- 
sioner. 

The provisions of the Montgomery 
ordinance at issue tend to restrict the 
operations at the airport and to impede 
improvement of the existing facilities. 


Fourteen airports 
receive safety grants 


Fourteen New Jersey airports have 
had projects approved for state safety 
grants through June 1990. Needed 
repairs and improvements are under 
way on runways, taxiways, aprons, 
drainage and signs. The dollars also 
fund design engineering for construc- 
tion, environmental and drainage 
studies and master plans.

Federal Aviation 
Regulations, Part 91, 
revises rules for 


alcohol and drug use 


All pilots should be aware that 
Federal Aviation Regulations (FAR), 
Part 91 (General Operating Rules), 
contain revisions which took effect 
August 18. 

For example, one section (91.17), 
pertains to the use of alcohol and drugs. 
It states in part: 

“No person may act or attempt to 
act as a crew member of a civil aircraft 
while having .04 percent by weight or 
more alcohol in the blood.”

Publicly-owned, public use airports may receive FAA grants. The federal 
government provides 90 percent of the total project cost. The sponsor and the 
State each provide five percent. 

For those airports that are privately owned but open for public use, state funds 
are available, usually on a 100 percent or 90 percent state/10 percent sponsor 


participation basis. 


Privately owned, public use airports with "reliever" designation may also 
receive federal grants for certain purposes.

Commissioner 
addresses AAAE's 
northeast confab 


Transportation Commissioner Tom 
Downs welcomed the Northeast - 
Chapter of the American Association of 
Airport Executives (AAAE) to. New 
Jersey at its annual conference in 
Princeton on August 27. 

The Commissioner shared his 
concerns about the challenges facing 
aviation in general, and general 
aviation in particular, which have come 
about from deregulation, shifting 
economic factors and landside impacts. 

He indicated that with mounting 
airport capacity and airspace issues, 
“second tier” (general aviation) airports 
must be able to accommodate the 
pressures from changes in the econ- 
omy, growing economic opportunities 
and increases in airline passenger and 
cargo flights. 

Commissioner Downs said there 
is an increasing need to rely on 

general aviation, a need that will 
continue to grow.

The operation of your aircraft 
begins with a thorough preflight 
inspection. With the cold air biting at 
your nose and fingers, and the snow 
falling into your shoes as you walk 
around the airplane, it is only natural 
to want to shortcut your preflight 
inspection.
